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THE INSURANCE MEDICAL SERVICE 
WEEK BY WEEK 


Charging Fees to Insured Persons 

It is an unfortunate result of the issue of the reports 
of proceedings of Insurance Committees to the daily press 
that only those rare cases in which the insurance medical 
service is brought into disrepute are selected for publica- 
tion by certain organs of the press. Our readers would 
expect to find in this column some brief reference to cases 
of this type, remote though they may be from anything 
which comes within their own experience. Two cases to 
which undue prominence was recently given were reported 
at the last meeting of the London Insurance Committee, 
and in each instance there was involved a serious breach 
of the Terms of Service for Insurance Practitioners by the 
acceptance of fees from an insured person for treatment 
which the practitioner was clearly required to provide 
free of charge. It is unnecessary to remind our readers 
that there are provisions in the Terms of Service designed 
for the protection of both the practitioner and the patient 
in cases in which there may be some genuine question 
at issue whether fees should or should not be charged. 
It is proposed to review in this column at an early date 
the various regulations which have a bearing on this 
matter. It will be seen, however, from the short sum- 
mary which follows, that in the cases reported to the 
London Insurance Committee the committee, by the 
severity of its recommendations, did not regard the cases 
as falling within the category of those in which there 
was a genuine misapprehension on the part of the practi- 
tioner. In each case the terms of the committee's 
decision are the same up to a certain point: that the 
practitioner be severely censured ; that there should. be 
deducted from his remuneration and refunded to the in- 
sured person a sum assessed at £10 ; that the committee 
is of opinion that, owing to the failure of the practitioner 
to comply with the Terms of Service, the conditions on 
which money for defraying the cost of medical benefit 
is payable to the committee have not been fulfilled ; that 
a representation be made to the Minister of Health to 
this effect ; and that the Minister be asked to withhold 
asum of money from the committee with a view to a 
corresponding amount being deducted from the remunera- 
tion of the practitioner. In the first case, the sum so 
recommended to be withheld is £40; and in the second 
case, £60. As to the latter, a motion was adopted at the 
full meeting of the Insurance Committee that the circum- 
stances of the case justified the committee in making a 
representation to the Minister that the continuance of the 
practitioner on the medical list would be prejudicial to 
the efficiency of the medical service of the insured. It 
may be noted that these decisions are subject to a right 
of appeal to the Minister, excepting that there is no 
right of appeal against a decision by an Insurance Com- 
mittee to make representations that a doctor should be 
removed from the medical list, those representations in 
themselves involving a full judicial inquiry. 

In the first case it was found that the practitioner had 
arranged for the insured person to be admitted to a 
hospital from time to time for the preparation of an 
autogenous vaccine. The vaccine was supplied to the 
Practitioner free of charge by the hospital authorities, but 
he charged the insured person a fee of 3s. 6d. in respect 
of each injection, and there were in all some fifty or 
sixty occasions on which this charge was made. Although 
the practitioner had contended at first that the service 
Which he had rendered was a skilled service, he admitted 
im the course of his examination by the subcommittee 
that it could not be described as one which involved the 
application of special skill and experience of a degree or 


which general practitioners as a class cannot reason- 
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ably be expected to possess, and in these circumstances 
it followed that the treatment should have been under- 
taken by him as part of his duties under the Terms of 
Service. 

In the second case it was found that the practitioner 
had improperly accepted fees for a considerable period 
in respect of treatment provided by him for the insured 
person concerned—a woman 82 years of age The com- 
plaint was that the usual charge was 2s. 6d. (5s. on 
Sundays), and the committee stated that the evidence 
pointed definitely to the conclusion that there had been 
an improper practice of extorting money from this elderly 
insured person over a period of years. 

In each of the two cases the Medical Service Sub- 
committee drew the attention of the Insurance Committee 
—as it is empowered to do by Article 33 (4) of the 
Medical Benefit Consolidated Regulations, 1928—to pre- 
vious reports in which the conduct of the practitioner 
had been in question. With regard to the offence, stand- 
ing alone and without aggravating circumstances, the 
committee took the view that the charging of fees to 
insured persons save in the exceptional circumstances 
clearly indicated in the Terms of Service for Practitioners 
constituted a very serious breach of these terms. It is 
clear, however, from the reports that, in deciding on 
the terms of their recommendations to the Minister of 
Health, the committee has taken into account misconduct 
on the part of the practitioners, including attempts to 
mislead the committee, which, in the committee’s view, 
seriously aggravated the offence of the improper charging 
of fees. 


Refund of Fees as an Act of Grace 

By way of contrast to the cases referred to above, two 
other cases were reported at the same meeting of the 
London Insurance Committee, in which offers from the 
practitioner concerned for a refund as an act of grace of 
fees which had been paid by the insured person were 
accepted by the Insurance Committee. In both cases the 
committee reports that there was no failure on the part 
of the practitioner to comply with the Terms of Service. 
In one of these cases, after the insured person’s messenger 
had failed to obtain the services of his insurance practi- 
tioner, another doctor was called in, and fees amounting 
to 8s. 6d. were paid to him. This sum of 8s. 6d. the 
practitioner offered to repay. The following extract from 
the report of the Medical Service Subcommittee is of 
interest : 

We are of opinion that, while the messenger did not suffi- 
ciently stress the fact of urgency, the assistant might well 
have taken further pains to elicit the necessity or otherwise 
tor an immediate visit. On the other hand, having been 
informed that a visit would be made on the following morning, 
the relatives of the patient, instead of obtaining the services 
of another practitioner, could equally well have returned to 
the surgery and stressed the importance of the patient being 
visited that night. As we have stated above, the practitioner 
has offered to refund the amount expended in obtaining the 
services of another practitioner, and we think that this offer 
should be accepted. 

In the second case there was clearly a genuine mis- 
understanding on the part of the practitioner as to the 
status of his patient, who was a working watchmaker and 
had never exercised his right of securing acceptance by 
an insurance practitioner, until in his last illness (which 
proved fatal) some belated reference seems to have been 
made to an application for sickness benefit. The Medical 
Service Subcommittee states in the course of its report: 

We are satisfied that no application for acceptance as an 
insured person was made to the practitioner, but he has 
offered, as an act of grace, to refund the sum of 10s. 6d. 
from the amount received by him during the period of the 
insured person's illness. We think that the offer of the 
practitioner should be accepted. 


The Insurance Committee adopted this recommendation. 
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SCOTTISH COMMITTEE 


A meeting of the Scottish Committee was held on Thurs- 
day, February 15th, Dr. D. Extior Dickson presiding. 
In view of the volume and importance of the business 
it was found necessary to have a morning session as well 
as an afternoon one. The Medical Secretary, Dr. G. C. 
Anderson, attended the meeting. 


MEDIcAL CHARITIES 

The subject of medical charities in Scotland was brought 
forward by the Edinburgh and Leith Division, and a 
memorandum by Dr. Keppie Paterson, dealing with the 
education of orphans of Scottish members of the Associa- 
tion, was submitted. It was pointed out that at the 
present time all that was available was a free scholarship 
at Epsom College. It was recognized that, while this 
afforded an excellent education of the English public 
school type, the education given by medical men in 
Scotland to their sons was usually that provided by a 
good day school with residence at home. It was accord- 
ingly suggested that the provision of such an education 
would be of great benefit to the orphans of Scottish 
members. An annual bursary of £60 a year would be 
sufficient to cover the cost of an excellent education and 
provide a reasonable allowance for board to a doctor's 
widow. From the purely financial aspect, an arrange- 
ment of this kind would result in at least two boys being 
educated at home for the money expended on one at 
Epsom College. It would also allow of a suitable educa- 
tion being provided for girls. 

It was suggested in the memorandum that either a 
part of the Charities Trust Fund of the B.M.A. should 
be allotted for this purpose or that a new fund be created. 
These suggestions were referred to the Central Charities 
Committee for consideration and report. 


Pusiic Assistance MEDICAL SERVICE 

The position of the Public Assistance Medical Service 
in Scotland was considered. The situation in Fife and 
Clydebank was reviewed, and the following resolution 
was adopted: 

That in the opinion of the Scottish Committee the re- 
muneration accepted in respect of attendance on public 
assistance patients under the open-choice methced should 
be not less than that received under the National Health 
Insurance Acts. 

Letters were subm.tted from the secretaries of the Royal 
College of Physicians, the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Edinburgh, and the Royal Faculty of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Glasgow, regarding the suggested consultants 
list for Scotland. The letters suggested that, in view 
of the appointment of the Departmental Committee on 
Scottish Health Services, it was premature to form a 
Board of Consultants for Scotland. The medical corpora- 
tions further suggested that a joint committee, consisting 
of three representatives from each of the medical corpora- 
tions and the Scottish Committee of the British Medical 
Association, should be formed to take note of the pro- 
ceedings of the Departmental Committee. 

The Medical Secretary made a statement regarding the 
position and the difficulties which had been encountered 
in several areas. He also informed the committee that 
certain new suggestions regarding the matter would be 
placed before the Council at its meeting in April. 


EVIDENCE FOR COMMITTEE ON HEALTH SERVICES 
IN SCOTLAND 


With regard to the evidence to be given by the Scottish 
Committee to the Committee on Health Services, a letter 
was submitted from the secretary of the Departmental 


The reference to the Health Services Com. 
mittee is as follows: t 

‘“ To review the existing health services in Scotland in the 
light of modern conditions and knowledge, and to make 
recommendations on any changes in policy and organization 
that may be considered necessary for the promotion of 
efficiency and economy.”’ 


The Scottish Committee is asked to deal in its evidence 
with the following matters: 


(a) Administration and cost -of the existing statutory 
services, including the medical services under the National 
Health Insurance Acts. 

(b). The suitability of these services to modern conditions, 

(c) Whether there is failure to apply modern knowledge, 
especially of prevention. 

(d) Difficulties in the administration of these services, 

(e) Relation to private medical practice, voluntary hospitals, 
and other agencies. 

(f) The lines along which, in the Association’s view, 
national health policy should be directed so as to secure 
the best results from all the agencies concerned with the 
health of the people. 

The letter stated that the above points should not be 
regarded as exhaustive. The evidence so far received 
on the changes in social and economic conditions and 
the trend of vital statistics suggested that fundamental 
changes may have to be considered if expenditure on 
health services is to achieve maximum results. It is sug- 
gested also in evidence that the development of pre- 
ventive medicine and advances in biological science may 
require a redirection of policy so as to aim more directly 
than at present, through educational and other channels, 
at the promotion of mental and physical fitness. 

It was resolved that the preparation of the memorandum 
of evidence be left in the hands of the subcommittee 
which had been appointed for that purpose, and that 
permission should be asked from the Council to hold a 
meeting of Representatives of Scottish Divisions in Edin- 
burgh at which the memorandum of evidence would be 
considered, prior to its submission to the Departmental 
Committee on Health Services. 


British Medical Association 
CURRENT NOTES 


Hospital Development in London 


The Metropolitan Counties Branch of the British 
Medical Association has arranged a meeting of the medical 
staffs of the London teaching hospitals to consider the 
problem of London's hospital development. It will be 
held at B.M.A. House, Tavistock Square, W.C., on Thurs- 
day, March 22nd, at 5 p.m., with Lord Horder in the 
chair. The discussion will be opened by Dr. J. S. 
Fairbairn, president of the British College of Obstetricians 
and Gynaecologists, Sir Crisp English, Mr. V. Zachary 
Cope, and Dr. Geoffrey Evans. It is hoped that there 
will be a full and representative attendance. A leaflet 
dealing particularly with the Hospital Policy of the 
British Medical Association as it concerns London has 
been prepared for the occasion.

DERBYSHIRE BRANCH: CHESTERFIELD DIVISION 


At a meeting of the Chesterfield Division held on February 
2nd Mr. F. C. Crooxs (Nottingham) gave an address on 
“Injuries to the Spine, with Special Reference to Com- 
pression Fractures.’’ He stated that of patients admitted to 
his wards in 1933 for injuries to the back 64 per cent. were 
miners, and that 68.7 per cent. of these had fractures of the 
spine, with 82 per cent. of compression fractures. In the 
past the immediate treatment for a fractured spine had been 
to lay the sufferer in a supine position, wherever the fracture 
might lie. In the reconstitution of the natural curves of 
the spine a prone position was necessary for a fracture in the 
dorsi-lumbar curve, with a pillow under the upper chest. 
For a fracture in the cervical region the patient was placed 
on his back with a pillow under his neck, so that the head 
fell backwards and was supported laterally. Compression 
fractures comprised 82 per cent. of total fractures of the 
spine, and most possibly were due to a forcible violent flexion 
of the spine, which caused a wedge-shaped appearance of the 
vertebra affected. The degree of compression might be very 
slight or very marked, with a lateral or postero-lateral dis- 
placement, and also a lateral wedging of the vertebrae. In 
the treatment of such conditions Mr. Crooks advocated, 
after stereoscopic x-ray examination, the administration of 
1/4 grain of morphine to relax the muscular spasm and so to 
allow the deformity to be reduced. After two or three days 
in one or other of the above positions a plaster-of-Paris jacket 
should be applied, which should be left in position for three 
or four months, ambulatory treatment being given imme- 
diately after the jacket had been applied. Many men, Mr. 
Crooks continued, who had been left at home untreated for 
a fractured spine returned to work, but in six months they 
had to give up owing to increasing pain in the back. In his 
opinion this pain was due to arthritis of the vertebral joints, 
caused by the wrong position of the spine, which thereby 
worked at a mechanical disadvantage. 

A discussion followed the lecture, which had been profusely 
illustrated by x-ray films and slides, and on the motion 
of Mr. F. J. Mirwarp and Dr. F. W. Furniss the thanks of 
the meeting were conveyed to Mr. Crooks for his address.
